@ proposal 10 an International on

Prison Discipline, and to urge upon the different
Glovernments A more humane s m in the treat-
ment of convicts, was brought before a joint commit-
teo at o mecting held In New York city last avening.
The committes cousisted of the fo omn.!h(emlu—
men ;—James J, Barclay, Hon, Joseph R. Chaadler,
and Dr. A, J. Dart, of the Pnilade!phia Prison So-
clety, and Theodore Dwight, Dr. Franows Lieber and
Dr. Wines, of the New York Prison Assoolation.

Mr. Barclay, of this oity, presided over the delibe-
rations of the committee, A ressintion offcred by
Dr, Winog was adopted, calling & National Conven-
tion a4 a prelimingry to the approaching Interna-
tional Congress, the Congress to be composed of,
frst, Governors of States, or those whom they may
commission to represent them ; second, representa.
tives from Boards of Inspectors of Btate Prisons
third, representatives from Doards of Managers of
Juvenile Reformatoried; fourth, represcntatives
from Prison Socletiea throughout the Unilon; Arth,
such other persons conversant with prison afairs ns
the Committes may deom proper to lnvite,

It was then resolved that the National Conven-
tion b held in Philadelphia, on the third Taesday of
October, 1850, At this conpvoution the saliject of an
Internationnl congress, composcd of reprosentatives
from all of the principal prigons and reformatory
schools of Burope and the United Suatoes, to doviss
plats for the amclioration of the dondition of oor
vonvicts, will've discussed, and the time and place
for holding 1t desigwatol,
